The Romance of Motor Racing. By

S Sir Malcolm Campbell remarks in 
his latest book, and as those who 
are not interested in motor sport blindly 
refuse to acknowledge, enthusiasm for car 
racing is greater now than it ever has 
This enthusiasm is not only for 
the events we have in this country, or for 
events in England, but for almost every 
type of motor speed contest, no matter 
where it is held. 

Nothing has surprised me more since | 
started this ‘‘ Motor Notes ” feature in 
the Irish Times than the number of letters 
from men in all parts of Ireland—from 
country towns and small villages, many 
from men whose names I never previously 
heard, who have had no association with 
the sport as drivers or promoters—who 
have written to comment upon things I 
have written, or omitted ta write, about 
Grand Prix racing on the Continent.

The linen trade, through the Research 
Association, have evolved a pedigree flax 
seed which pres about 50 per cent. higher 
yield, and they believe it is along this line 
that farmers may be encour to grow 
more flax. Steady advance has been made 
in developing this ~~ seed in Nor- 
folk, Scotland an Northern Ireland. 
What seems to be required is a compre- 
hensive flax marketing scheme, with a 
statutory Board, to take complete control 
of the flax industry, to arrange for and 
encourage greater production, to eliminate 
some of the heavy work of wretting now 
performed by farmers, by establishing a 
chain of central wretting or dry wretting 
establishments, and generally to put the 
whole flax industry in a satisfactory and 
economic position, with advantage to both 
farmers and spinners. When the pro- 
duction and control of Russian flax is a 
State monopoly it should be obvious that 
the old slip-shod methods of Northern Ire- 
land cannot compete with it. The farmers, 
the linen industry and the Northern 
Government will have to get together and 
arrange a satisfactory scheme. 


Belfast Castle 


Two years ago Lord Shaftesbury handed 
over to the Belfast Corporation. the 
Belfast Castle and a considerable portion 
of ground surrounding it which was not 
required for the development of a build- 
ing estate.

Partition Problem 


The address given by Mr. Frank 
MacDermot, T.D., to the students of the 
Literary and Scientific Society of Queen’s 
University on the “ Future of Ulster” is 
one of those experiments towards greater 
understanding between North and South 
that should be encouraged and developed.

A Channel Tunnel 


Mr. W. J. Stewart, M.P. for South 
Belfast in the British Parliament, created 
surprise some months ago when he 
suggested that, instead of wasting money 
on distress relief without any return, a 
large number of men should be employed 
constructing a tunnel between North 
Antrim and Scotland. The scheme is not 
as fantastic as some of the self-appointed 
critics seem to think. Mr. Stewart is head 
of the firm which constructed the Northern 
Parliament House and the Law Courts, 
and his knowledge of engineering and con- 
struction entitles his opinion to be received 
with respect. The probable length of such 
a tunnel is only a few miles more than the 
Simplon Tunnel (124 miles) through the 
Alps, and, so far as length is concerned, 
offers no engineering difficnity. But more 
knowledge is necessary as to the depth and 
possible nature of soil from borings, etc., 
at either end, and considerable expense 
would be incurred for preliminary surveys. 

Now that the British Government has 
definitely turned down the project of a 
tunnel between France and England, they 
might usefully give their attention to the 
construction of a tunnel between Northern 
Ireland and Scotland. Such a tunnel 
would be of immense advantage in 
the event of war. and would be a 
great help to Northern [Ireland in 
peace time as a cuick means of transit 
to Scotland and the industrial ares: cf 
Northern England. To a tunnel at th’s 
point there could be none of the obiecticns 
offered against one under the Fnclish 
Channel from a military point of view. 
On the contrary, it would be an important 
link in the defence scheme. and a safe- 
guard for food supplies for Great Britain.

THE JEWS IN GERMANY 


— -¢>e-— 


We have received the following for publica- 
tion from the United Council of Christian 


Churches — 


It ts hard for people in Ireland to realise 
the extent and force of the campargn at pre- 
sent raging in Germany against those who are 
described as the ‘‘non-Aryan’’ mimority. 
These comprise not only the Jewish popula- 
tion, but all Germans either of whose parents 
or grand-parents were Jewish. Three years 
ago there were 600.000 Jews in Germany ; to- 
day there are perhaps 400,000. It is impossible 


to estimate the number of Christian “ non- 


| Aryans.” Naturatly, those whe come within 
| this category do their best to conceal the fact. 
‘hese unfortunate people are being subjected

No “non-Aryan ” — whether Jew

An Attractive Hobby 


I had often seen small garden ponds 
containing water-lilies and carp or some 
similar fish, but it was only recently that 
I happened to visit a friend who had 
installed a little aquarium in his house 
as a method of interior decoration. The 
apparatus consisted of a small glass tank, 
set on a stand in a bay-window, ard pro- 
vided with a heater and thermostat. This 
miniature aquarium contained several 
varieties of tropical fish with decorative 
markings in different colours. The names 
were quite unfamiliar to me: there were 
“ Guppies,”’ for instance. which do not 
spawn, but produce live. young, and 
‘‘ Kissing Gouramis,”’ so-called from their 
habit of kissing each other. Another 
type recently added to the collection was 
the “ Puffer,” which blows itself into a 
ball when touched. Like many others I 
was under the impression that fish needed 
running water, but my friend said that it 
was never necessary to change the water 
in the tank, since there were plants in it 
which supplied the necessary oxygen. All 
that was required was to feed the fish once 
or twice daily. I made some inquiries as 
to the cost, and was amazed to learn that 
the whole outfit had been provided for less 
than £10. Some of the fish are expensive, 
and may cost anything from 10s. to £5 
a pair. But they are healthy creatures. 
and require little attention if the tank is 
placed near a window which gets a fair 
amount of sunlight. Apart from the 
general effect of the tank as a piece of 
interior decoration, the antics of its 
inhabitants were most amusing to watch.

Our Christmas cards, 
year in and year out, never fail to remind 
us of its existence. The carol of “ Good 
King Wenceslas” immediately comes to our 
mind as an example of the poets’ efforts, as 
does also the almost equally famous '' See 
amid the winter’s snow.”

There is much obscurity about the meaning 
of the word, “Carol,” but it would seem to 
have its origin in the Latin word corolla, 
meaning a little garland, ring, circle, or a 
“ringdance.” That famous circle of columns 
on Salisbury Plain—Stonehenge—has in the 
past been referred to as a “Carol ”; and also 
as the ‘‘Giants’ dance.” This at first seems 
strange; but originally carols were both sung 
and danced, the dancers moving in a circle. 
This was a pagan ritual, which, like many 
other similar rituals, was embodied in the 
early Church in order that the converts 
should not experience too great a change from 
old-establis} customs. Gradually, however, 
with the passage of time the practice of 
"" carolling ” was limited, and, about the year 
690 A.D., the Council of Toledo forbade 
dancing in their churches on the vigils of 
saints’ days. 

Even then, it persisted into the thirteenth 
century, when another Council at Auxerre. in 
1209 A.D., banned theatrical dances and 
secular songs in church. One curious survive! 
of the practice still exists in Seville Cathedral 
in Spain, where the choristers are permitted 
three times a year to perform a castanet 
dance round the lectern. There is no evidence 
that during the time prior to the ban carols 
were sung in the open air, and, in all pro- 
bability, it was the Church’s ban that even- 
tually brought the apen-air practice into ex- 
istence, as we know it to- ay. The early 
exponents of the open-air cult of singing 
carols are well known to us under the name 
of “Weits,” who, with instruments of curious 
make and shape, and, let us hope, with not so 
curious voices, uses the singing of carols at 
Christmas for a matter of personal gain. 
To-day, of course, we moderns utilise the 
open-air smging for charitable ends.

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HEN I wrote last week in high praise 
W of the Dublin Philharmonic’s per- 
formance of ' Elijah’’ I had a fear 
lest the better known oratorio, ‘‘ Messiah.”

That fear was, in the result, utterly 
groundless. It was, perhaps, the finest ren- 
dering of “ Messiah ” that the Philharmonic 
Nociety has achieved. When everything was 
so excellent, all must share in the praise. 
The choir rose to great heights : there was no 
single false lead. The attack was electric in 
impact, and it speaks volumes for the atten. 
tion paid by the choir to Mr. Turner 
Huggard’s baton; once, and once only, was 
it inclined, through genuine enthusiasm, to 
ask the conductor to take its tempo, but it 
was promptly checked and brought under 
If at times there was an in- 
clination to over-emotionalise some of the 
choruses it is forgivable as a matte. of per- 
sonal taste in reading the score It was a 
great triumph of conducting and singing, and 
the broadcasting authorities are to be con- 
gratulated on sending the first part of the 
performance over the air. Truly “ their 
sound is gone out into all lands.” Foreign 
listeners must have been impressed and de- 
lighted with this high effort of Irish 
musicians. 

The quartet of soloists could not have been 
bettered, one of the most pleasing features 
being the inclusion of a young Irish’ tenor 
who is destined for greatness beyond the con- 
fines of this little island. James Johnston 
is well known all over the North of Ireland 
as an oratorio singer, but this was his first 
visit to Dublin. He can rest assured that 
Dubliners will welcome him heartily again 
should occasion demand his presence here. 
His technique in ‘“‘ Every valley shall be 
exalted’ was, to say the least of it, 
magnificent, his w-e. sheer artistry. His

Enthusiasm and joyfulness in the Christmas 
music gave place to wistfulness and the 
certainty of a great hope in the Passion 
portion of the work. A fine tone-colour runs 
right through a voice of great range. Her 
singing was always effortless a under 
control. One felt that there was plenty of 
reserve to be called upon were it necessary. 
Her real “ high light ” was the singling of 
SÍ know that my Redeemer liveth. 

Miss Margaret Balfour came as no stranger 
to Dublin, for she will be remetmbered as 
having sung in Verdi's “Requiem” some 
years ago with the Philharmonic Society. 
Glorious, round tone characterised all her 
singing. That most difficult of contralto 
solos, *“‘O, Thou That Tellest.”” was taken 
with a marvellous sweep of phrasing She 
made it appear easy, i do not think that 
the accoustical properties oí the hall were 
any too gracious to either Miss Balfour or 
Mr. Farrington, from the listeners’ side. It 
is a trick that many halls play—favourin 
the higher and damping the lower pitch 
voice. This atruck me very forcibly in Miss 
Balfour's singing of “He Was pised.”’ 
Her voice seemed to “trail” on a note—it 
was not echo—and gave the impression of 
an undue stressing of emotion. But her per- 
formance was right up to her reputation. 
more particularly so an & it is known that 
she was singing in great pain, owing to an 
unfortunate accident she had sustained to her 
hand the night before the performance. 

Mr. Soom Farrington made his second 
appearance in “ Messiah’’ with the Dublin 
Philharmonic Society. His full. rich voice 
in the dramatic music glowed with intensity. 
The second part of “ Who Shall Abide” was 
great “picture singing. The ruthlessness 
of “A Refiner’s Fire” was in direct con- 
trast to the cantabile lyricism of “ Who 
Shall Abide the Day of His Coming?’ The 
fempo of “Why do the Nations?’ was 
tremendous, but not once did he slur those 
difficult passages of triplets. It was a 
breath-taking performance. 


The Orchestra 


Lastly, I must refer to the orchestra in 
praise of their honest work in a really diffi- 


cult interpretation set them by Mr. Huggard. 
Every ounce of thtir technique was called 
upon by the conductor, and Mrs. Kiernan 
managed her strings in a masterly manner, It 
was a pity that the solo trumpet for Mr. 
Farrington’s ‘‘ The Trumpet Shall Sound ” 
had not heen rested earlier in the work. Mr. 
McCurtin’s glorious tone was bound to suffer 
through tired “ lipping.”’ 

It was a great performance, and it is time 
that the Dublin public should awake to the 
fact that they have such a fine musical organi- 
sation in their midst. The attendance was 
nothing short of scandalous, considering the 
enthusiasm which was displayed by every 
single performer. Perhaps they do not like 
the hall; but staying away from it will not 
convince either our municipal or our Goyern- 
ment authorities of the need of a concert hall 
for this city. Let them show by their at- 
tendance that it is a public demand, or let 


them give up deluding themselves that the 
Irish are a musical people.

The readers of this newspaper, without 
distinction of creéd or class, will give a 
hearty welcome to the proposal to establish 
‘a memorial to the late Mr. P. J. Hogan, 
who for ten years was Minister for Agricul. 
ture in the Irish Free State. Mr. Hogan, 
it will be remembered, was killed in a 
motor accident not far from his home in 
County Galway last summer, and a 
number of his friends in the county held 
a meeting in Galway yesterday with a view 
to the launching of a memorial project. 
The idea is that a County Committee shall 
be formed, consisting of representatives of 
all parties, and that a collection shall be 
made on a national scale. With the pro- 
ceeds the organisers hope to be able to 
found two agricultural scholarships—one 
for the. sons of poor parents in Mr. 
Hogan's native county, and the other for 
boys in other parts of the Free State. 
Furthermore, they propose to place a 
memorial plaque at the spot near 
Kilrickle, where Mr. Hogan met his un- 
timely end. Although Mr. Hogan had 
virtually retired from active politics for 
some time before his death, we believe that 
his loss was among the greatest that have 
been suffered by the Irish people for many 
a long day. Apart altogether from his 
acknowledged Minister for 
Agriculture—a post in which he had no 
superior in Europe—he was a man of a 
type that is far too rare in Ireland. He 
had remarkable moral courage, and never 
was afraid to tell the people the truth, 
however unpalatable it might be. He was 
completely honest in everything that he 
either said or did, and in this respect he 
set a shining example to politicians not 
only in this country, but throughout the 
world. We hope sincerely that the move- 
ment to found a memorial to this outstand-

ability as 


ing Irishman will meet with entire success, 
and that the Free State Government will 
give it every possible encouragement. He 
did not ‘‘die for Ireland,” it is true, but 
he did something which, as we think, is of 
even greater importance. During his lile- 
time he worked unstintedly for Ireland, 
never sparing himself, and throwing all 
his abounding energies into the task that 
he had undertaken. In the self respect 
that ha inculcated among the farmers of 
the Saorstát he has left a monument more 
lasting than bronze, but it is only fitting 
that some tangible tribute should be paid 
to his memory by the people whom he 
served so devotedly, 

There is matter of cognate 
interest to which we would draw public 
attention. Nearly ten years have passed 
since Kevin O'Higgins was murdered on 
his way to church in Booterstown. His 
assassins escaped detection. So far as we 
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can remember,. nobody was even arrested 
for this most brutal of all Irish crimes; 
and now probably the greatest statesman 
that this country has produced 
Parnell has been almost forgotten, 
has no adequate

Why 
memorial to Kevin 
O'Higgins ever been established? During 
recent weeks the Free State and the 
Commonwealth have had reason to 
remember his constructive genius; for it 


was he, and he alone, who was responsible 


| for the developments in Commonwealth 


relationships which afterwards became in- 
corporated in the Statute of Westminster. 
He was in the early thirties when the gun- 
men’s bullets found their mark on that 
fateful Sunday morning His genius was 
only in the bud, and if he had been spared 
he might have become one of the outstand- 
ing figures of his day and generation, He 
and Patrick Hogan were fast friends. They 
lived together for several years, and it was 
their team work that produced so many 
splendid results for the country. A plaque 
of O'Higyins has been added to the 
Collins-Grifith memorial in the Leinster 
Lawn; but we feel, as we are sure that 
most of our readers feel, that this tribute 
to the memory of one of Ireland's noblest 
sons is utterly inadequate. The Irish are 
not an ungrateful people; but justice 
never has been done to the life and work

Did Matthew Arnold, when he wrote 
“ Thyrsis ” and “ The Scholar Gypsy,’ 
see in vision the Oxford of to-day? The 
Hinkseys, Childworth Farm, Bagley Wood, 
Cumner and Bablockhythe, places sacred 
to his muse, all are in peril now; and Sir 
Richard Livingstone has asked that 
Parliament should forbid further develop- 
ment of manufactures in Oxford itself and 
ite neighbourhood lest all be lost.

place of study thus are likely to be lost 
altogether unless some drastic action, not 
yet conceived, is taken. A by-pass road 
soon will divert part of the tide of traffic— 
the part, that is, which comprises cars 
and coaches, whose drivers, going from 
city to city, are willing to leave the centre 
of Oxford unvisited. A proposal has been 
made, too, to lay rubber blocks on the 
chief thoroughfares. These are pallia-

Other university cities have met much 
the same problem in modern times. 
Madrid is one of Europe's noisiest capitals. 
King Alfonso planned well for learning 
when he established the Ciudad Universi. 
taria outside the bounds of the city’s 
business, and sent the scholars to study 
in quiet halls and corridors—not foresee- 
ing that this admirable university area 
would be turned into a battlefield in civil 
war ten years after its inauguration. The 
segregation of a learned quarter has old 
enough precedent, were it only in that 
Paris where Aquinas taught philosophy in 
the straw-floored halls, or even in our own 
Armagh, which bears in its street names to 
this day the trace of the quarters set apart 
to the English and Scots residents. Never 
before, however, was worldly progress so 
cruelly destructive to tranquillity. Is it 
an accident that a low academic standard 
in Oxford is lamented in just the years 
when a “ harsh, heart-wearying roar '' has 
risen within those precincts? Learning 
and turmoil cannot thrive together. 
Mental concentration may be possible in 
busy places to men like Mr. Bernard 
Shaw, who has written some of his plays 
when travelling on an omnibus—and the 
marks of it some will trace in his style— 
but men of all lands and times have 
agreed that the ordinary mind in study 
requires peace. It is a truth which may 
be learned from any inspector of schools 
that our school children are better at their 
books in country places than in the tene- 
ment areas. Every expert in education 
pleads that young people should be given 
this advantage in their early years: free- 
dom from distraction. If undergraduates 
profit by the stillness of the academic 
groves, how much more do children, not 
yet arrived at years of self-mastery, need 
it!’ If halls where men of science lecture 
to mature minds ought not to be troubled 
by the throb of a neighbouring gas-engine, 
how much less ought boys and girls be set 
to study in class-rooms past which heavy 
traffic lumbers all the day long! 

This is more than a flourish of theory. 
It concerns an actual matter of policy and 
fact. Recently a proposal was mooted in 
Dublin to provide motor-coaches which 
would bring the children of the surround- 
ing countryside into the city daily, so 
that they could attend model schools, and 
carry them home in the evenings. Mr. 
Cormac Breathnach, T.D., although him- 
self a teacher, sponsored or approved this 
scheme. What does it imply, but that 
Dublin proposes to do deliberately that 
which sound educational opinion regards 
as a deplorable necessity at the best? If Mr. 
Breathnach had proposed that omnibuses 
should be provided to carry the children 
of the drab and noisy tenement zone daily 
into some rural area to attend a school 
that is set among quiet fields and in 
smokeless air his plan might be considered 
Utopian, but it would deserve respect as 
a challenge to the evil tendencies of the 
time. In truth, it would not be Utopian. 
It is quite as easy to carry children from 
Gloucester street to Dollymount as from 
Greenhills to Marlborough street. It 
would be thoroughly practicable to build 
the city’s larger schools at the periphery 
instead of at the city’s centre, and to carry 
children outwards at those hours when 
empty omnibuses are returning after 
carrying loads of industrial workers in- 
ward. Such a scheme would ensure for 
the children of the unwholesome centre of 
the city that they would spend several 
hours every day in purer air and happier 
surroundings. However that may be, all 
persons who care for the bodily and 
mental health of the rising generation 
ought te oppose with determination any 
scheme which would bring larger numbers 
of children into the city. In years to 
come many of these young people will get 
more of the city than their country-reared 
parents would wish. Let Mr. Breathnach 
spare them the years, the precious hours, 
of youth, 


Christmas Week 


When can the Christmas season be said 
to have started? Like summer—or winter, 
for that matter—it has its signs and 
portents, but like them it has the capacity 
for taking everybody by surprise. At one 
moment the citizen will be strolling 
through the streets without a care in the 
world ; at the next (or so it seems) he will 
have awoken to the fact that Christmas 
is upon him, and will be dashing from 
shop to shop in a frenzied attempt to cope 
with the situation. Always, no matter how 
many years may pass, the public is taken 
off its guard by the arrival of Christmas, 
anid yet the festival announces itself 
plainly enough. Every year towards the 
beginning of December the tempo of life 
seems to quicken. The streets, which 
seemed content to hibernate gloomily in 
their fog, suddenly shake off depression 
and blaze with light. Santa Claus—more 
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quite a short space of time very 
disappeared. It is a rousing story, 

of fun, but this kind of thing is mere 
routine work for the Balkan States, Some 
small and staggeringly improbable inci- 
dent occurs hourly in the Balkan States, 
and the British Isles know all about it 
next day. The report is spread abroad 
that a one-eyed Bosnian shepherd has been 
bitten by a salmon, and at once the wires 
to London begin to hum with the news. A 
gigantic woman, through her dimensions 
a prey to a sense of almost intolerable 
bashfulness, spent all the years of her life 
behind barred doors and shuttered 
windows. One afternoon, because nobody 
had brought her food for a fortnight, the 
huge woman emerged into the open, 
slipped and knocked over an omnibus. 
One might hold rigidly to the belief that 
omnibuses are safe from the onslaught of 
the largest extant woman, until one learns 
that the bouleversement of the ommibus 
took place somewhere in Serbia. Then does 
one's confidence begin to waver; for it is 
widely known that things can happen im 
Serbia and points adjacent which stui the 
imagination and the mind. Such things 
are happening all the time. Now why 
should it be that the Balkans are peopled 
with ear-nibblers. one-eyed shepherds who 
get bitten by salmon, and giantesses with 
a fend against omnibuses? Is it something 
in the climate, a lack of proteims or a 
national failing? In common with all 
those who ask rhetorical questions, we 
know the answer. The Balkans are no 
more extraordinary than the Irish Free 
State, but because the average newspaper 
in search oí circulation records reports 
only the doings of amusing Balkan 
maniacs, the Irish Free State regards the 
Balkans as one large asylum. It makes 
one feel more comfortable, however, to 
know that this attitude may be matual,

Anglo-Italian Affairs 


is news that an agreement In 
as, been reached between gne“ 
ritain and Italy, and, though the fina 
stages have yet to be concluded, there 
appears to be no reason why a satisiactory 
accord should not be established quite 
early in the new year. The preliminary 
talks have been proceeding in a cordial 
manner, and it 1s the impression in official 
eircles that the old understanding which 
existed between the two countries before 
1935 will be completely restored. If all 
goes well during the next few days there 
will be an exchange of declarations, the 
two Governments declaring that their 
Mediterranean interests are not antago- 
nistic but complementary, and that the 
status quo in the Mediterranean shall be 
maintained. The publication of such an 
agreement may have a good result in more 
than one quarter in Europe, and quite 
possibly it may have an effect in Spain. 
as Italy might be willing to give greater 
support to this country and France in 
their effort to make non-intervention more 
effective. The agreement will mean, how- 
ever, that this country will have to 
acknowledge that Abyssinia has been con- 
quered, and henceforth is an Italian 
possession. 


The M.P.s in Spain 


Five Conservative members of the House 
of Commons are paying a visit to Spain, 
but on this oceasion the visit is to General 
Franco and the insurgent armies. Few 
people knew anything about the visit when 
the party left London last Monday, until 
it was stated that its members had been 
seen on the fighting front at Madrid, after 
visiting Salamanca and a8 an They 
have met many of the leaders of the 
Spanish Nationalist movement, just as the 
former party of Parliamentarians met the 
leaders of the Government forces. It has 
been known in Conservative circles for 
some time that it was possible that such 
a mission would set out for Spain, and 
people are unable to understand why such 
secrecy has been maintained. The five 
members—Messrs. Keeling, Eckersley, 
Dunne, Crossley, and Mitchell—belong to 
the foreign affairs group of the House of 
Commons, and the suggestion that a visit 
might be paid to Spain arose after the 
report of the visit paid by the former 
delegation had been published. 


Gas Masks 


It is generally understood that the gas 
masks which Mr. Eden mentioned on 
Friday as having been supplied to the 
Spanish Government refer to a small con- 
a orgy sold by the Government from 
what is regarded as surplus stock in its 
stores. Production of masks on a large 
scale for the civilian population has not 
yet been started, but it is intended that 
this shall begin early in the new year. A 
big new factory for the production of 
masks of an approved type has been 
equipped at Blackburn, and will be opened 
by Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd (Under-Secretary 
at the Home Office) on January 12th.

TWO THOUSAND KILLED

It is estimated in Madrid that 1,500 
insurgents and 6500 Government troops 
were killed during the violent fighting at 
Valdemorillo and Boadilla de Monte last 
week.

BADAJOZ BOMBED

Reorer's Terecrames, 
GLOOMY OUTLOOK IN LABOUR FIELD. 

The increasing difficulties in the American 
labour field are causing considerable concern, 
and without doubt have accelerated the recent 
selling movement on Wall street. Apart from 
the strike in the glass industry, which is 
regarded as being a serious factor in the 
slowing-up of automobile production, the 
street betrays anxiety in connection with the 
extension of the unionisation drive by the 
Committee for Industrial Organisation to the 
General Motors factories. This move includes 
a demand for a collective bargaining agree- 
ment, and hints that 'a strike may be called 
if the General Motors Corporation refuses to 
deal with the union. 

Production at the Detroit and Buffalo 
plants of the Ford Motor Company has been 
curtailed owing tb a shortage of arts, fol- 
lowing the stoppages at the factories of the 
Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Company and tha 
Bendix Aviation Company. The latter con- 
cern is a maker of Ford ‘brakes.

the end of the year.
